All internal and external communications, including but not limited to non-EPA affiliated email accounts used 
for federal government work and communication tools such as Signal and Slack, of the following EPA staffers:

Ericksen; Holly Greaves; Ryan Jackson; Byron Brown; Andrew Wheeler. 

This request is limited by using the following search terms: "State Policy Network"; "SPN.org"; "Independence 
Institute"; "i2i.org" "Amy Oliver Cooke"; "Kathleen Hartnett White"; "Texas Public Policy Foundation"; 
"CO2"; "Cornwell Alliance"; "Calvin Beisner"; "Paris"; "climate". 

The timeframe of this request is between January 21, 2017 and May 10, 2017. 

The requested documents will be made available to the general public, and this request is not being made for 
commercial purposes. It is in the public's interest to know how federal government employees at the EPA are 
working to either keep the United States in or leave the Paris climate change agreement. Significant articles 
have been generated surrounding this issue, including the Washington Post

deal-for-us ).

The organization I work for, the Energy and Policy Institute, is a 
clearinghouse of information and can qualify as a representative of the news media. There are several examples 
of public record requests that have been provided to my organization and that were then published on our 
website to inform the public. 

I look forward to receiving your response 
to this request within 20 business days, as the statute requires.
